Sumpter Marijuana Committee gets recommendation for 23 facilities

The Sumpter Township MMFLA Fact- 
Finding Committee met for the third time 
on Jan. 3 and got a recommendation from 
Trustee Sheena Barnes, a member of the 
committee, for the number of facilities the 
township should have if it opted into the 
new law. She recommends 23 facilities. 

MMFLA stands for Medical Marijuana 
Facilities Licensing Act, which was 
enacted in 2016 and presently is going into 
effect. 
At the December meeting of the committee, 
Trustee Matthew Oddy, chairman of the 
committee, directed Trustee Barnes to 
come up with a recommendation for how 
many facilities the township should have 
if it opts into the MMFLA. He directed 
her to work with Township Supervisor 
John Morgan on her recommendation. 
While Supervisor Morgan appointed the 
committee, and appointed himself to 
the committee, he attended only the first 
meeting in November. The committee 
meets just once a month. 

Chairman Oddy said the committee 
will not make a recommendation, but will 
gather information to give to the township 
board members so they can decide on 
MMEFLA. 

Trustee Barnes’ recommendation was the 
first order of business and she presented 20 
slides projected on the wall for an extensive 


report. She began by saying she is in 
support of opting in to MMFLA. She said 
the facts she presented were obtained with 
the help of businesses and dispensaries in 
Las Vegas and Washington State. She said 
Washington State has a climate similar to 
Michigan. 

Barnes’ recommendation for the number 
of facilities to be authorized in the township 
was: 

¢ Class A growers (500 marihuana plants) 
-5 

e Class B growers (1,000 marihuana 
plants) - 5 

e Class C growers (1,500 marihuana 
plants) - 5 

e Safety Compliance Facilities - 3 

e Secure Transporters - 3 

e Provisioning Centers - 2 

(Later Barnes explained, “I didn’t give 
a recommendation for Processing. Because 
of fire and hazard, it was not recommended 
for Sumpter. Safety was a big issue. The 
fire fighters could be put in danger with 
processing because the 10,000 pounds 
per square inch operates at pressure. 
Not installed or designed correctly, the 
extractors can explode and can cause 
death.”) 

“This just is my recommendation 
for Sumpter Township” and its 9,549 
residents, Barnes stressed after outlining 
her suggestion. 

She also recommended that the only 


growing facilities allowed should be 
greenhouses. She said in her fact-finding, 
she found climate-controlled greenhouses 
are less expensive to run because of being 
able to use sun power in the summer. They 
also are safer since fire is a danger because 
of the electrical equipment used in the 
grow and processing. 

Barnes said with indoor grows there are 
often bars on the door and dogs, and the 
fire fighters can’t get in. She said carbon 
dioxide is used to get a better grow and 
high pressure is used for extraction of oils. 

“We probably should not go with an 
inside grow,” she said. 

“Let’s keep Sumpter Township at its 
finest, while keeping the fire fighters safe,” 
Barnes said. 

She showed the Sumpter land-use master 
plan and pointed out the Industrial and 
Agriculture zoned areas, which would be 
the only zonings where the facilities would 
be allowed. 

She recommended when opting in with 
greenhouses, the grower would need a 
minimum of 2 acres for 500 plants, 4 acres 
for 1,000 plants, and 6 acres for 1,500 
plants. 

Barnes listed the jobs available, that 
included a grow master, who could earn 
$100,000 and up and a percentage of the 
profit; store managers, $75,000 and a 
percentage of the profit; bud trimmers, 
who get $12 to $13 an hour to start, and 


sometimes are paid by the pound; and 
owners who spend a lot to set it up and wait 
for the turnaround. 

Barnes also recommended giving 
training to the police department in the 
metric system, police requirements under 
the law and the rights of citizens. She said 
$500,000 in grant money was available 
to police departments for training in this 
industry. 

“I didn’t see where any township had to 
spend any money,” Barnes said. “Property 
values do not go down. Property values go 
up. lve seen that right next door.” 

Sumpter Police Chief Eric Luke said 
funds are coming from the overages, out to 
the sheriff’s departments, but not to local 
police now. 

Resident Kurt Nofz said the use of that 
$500,000 entails a lot of things, including 
travel. 

Committee member Ken Bednark said a 
modified greenhouse grow would be more 
stable throughout the year. In the summer it 
would be cheap to run, but when you have 
to heat in the winter it would be expensive. 

“If growers can’t keep up with the 
demand, can they outsource?” Bednark 
asked. 

Chairman Oddy said they can buy from 
any growers. 

Township attorney Rob Young questioned 
Barnes about details on which he was

Fleeing murder suspects captured 
in Georgia, will head back for trial 


A Sumpter Township couple being sought 
in the murder of the woman’s four-year- 
old daughter was apprehended Tuesday 
afternoon on I-75 in Georgia. 

Sumpter Police Chief Eric Luke 
announced the apprehension to the 
township board during Tuesday’s regular 
meeting. 

He said they were trying to flee to Florida 
and, “I’m glad we have them in custody.” 

Chief Luke said after they put out the 
photos of the two on Facebook 26 hours 
previously, 2.2 million people saw the 
pictures in 48 states and many tips poured 
into the U.S. Marshal Detroit Fugitive 
Apprehension Team and Sumpter Police 
Department. 

He said the Marshals were able to use 
investigation tools that the township did 
not have. He said Sumpter police had the 
fugitives’ old cell phone, but they were 
apprehended driving down I-75 while 
talking on their new cell phone. 

“The federal government has more 
resources to use,” he said. 

Chief Luke said this is just the start of 
the process and the couple will soon be 
returned to Michigan. He said now his 
department will work even harder on the 
case to make sure justice is done. 

The Jan. 1 death of the girl, identified 
by the media as Gabby Barrett, was ruled 
a homicide on Jan. 3 by the Washtenaw 
County Medical Examiner. 

According to a news release from Chief 
Luke on Monday, there was evidence 
of multiple traumatic injuries and signs 
of Battered Child Syndrome, including 
multiple injuries at multiple sites at 
multiple ages. 

The Wayne County Prosecutor’s Office 
approved an arrest warrant charging both 
the child’s mother, 24-year-old Candice 
Renea Diaz, and her boyfriend, 28-year- 
old Brad Edward Fields, with the following 
charges: 

e Count 1: Homicide - Felony Murder 

e Count 2: Homicide - Murder - Second 
Degree

Fields also was charged as a habitual 
offender. 

At about 10:43 a.m., Monday, Jan. 1, 
Sumpter Police responded to a 911 call 
from a residence on Greenmeadow Drive, 
inside the Rawsonville Woods Mobile 
Home Community, on the report of an 
unresponsive four-year-old female. 

Upon arrival, police report CPR was 
being administered by family members 
and officers found the child suffering from 
obvious severe burns about her extremities. 
She was transported to St. Joseph Mercy 
Hospital in Ann Arbor by Huron Valley 
Ambulance and shortly after arrival was 
pronounced dead. 

Sumpter police were working in 
conjunction with the Washtenaw County 
Medical Examiner, a forensic unit from 
Michigan State Police, and Child Protective 
Services to investigate the case. 

In 2016 the couple was at the center of 
a daylong case that brought the Michigan 
State Police Tactical Response Unit to 
84 Greenmeadow to help Sumpter Police 
because it was believed Fields was armed 
and barricaded in the home. 

Fields was arrested on two felony charges: 
possession of a weapon by a felon and 
felony firearm. He also was charged with 
the misdemeanor of aggravated assault. 
The felony charges were dismissed.

Waste Management 
too big for VBT to fight 


To the editor: 

The recent decision to expand the 
Woodland Meadows landfill into the 
existing golf course property, which is 
directly adjacent to the site, was negotiated 
over a four-year period prior to and then 
resumed with the current elected leadership 
of the Van Buren Township Board. 

Waste Management (WM) is a viable 
international garbage disposal and material 
recycling business that had combined 
revenues of 3.72 billion dollars and a net 
income of 386 million dollars in 2017. 
Therefore, it certainly isn’t feasible that 
Supervisor Kevin McNamara could 
somehow apply any sort of assumed 
leverage that might impose demands on this 
corporation. As far as Waste Management 
was concerned the opportunity to 
renegotiate had passed and the agreed upon 
bargaining of “Sth Amendment contract” 
had already received Waste Management’s 
final offer. 

With over 350 collection operations, 
293 active landfills, 146 recycling plants, 
more than 26,000 collection vehicles, 111 
landfill gas projects and 6 independent 
power production facilities within the 
United States, Canada and Puerto Rico it 
isn’t likely that Waste Management even 
felt a slight prick of irritation by our foolish 
public display of ignorance regarding the 
actual operation of their business.

School Board considers what to 
do with Career Tech building

Should the Career Tech building and 
other buildings at 420 Sumpter Road be 
fixed up at a cost of about $2.8 million, or 
demolished and the 8.15 acres sold? 

At Monday’s meeting of the Van Buren 
Public Schools Board of Education, James 
Williams, director of plant operations, and 
Rob Kakoczki of Plante Moran CRESA 
gave a preliminary report on the property. 

Williams said the Career Tech building 
is just under 24,000 square feet in size and 
is mainly used for storage now. In a 2004 
appraisal, it was valued at $1.8 million, he 
said. The Quonset building added minimal 
value to the property. 

Besides the Career Tech building, on 
the property are 10,130 square feet of 
warehouse, an 800-square-foot salt barn 


and five trailers equaling 7,425 square feet. 

Williams said the district has ordered an 
updated appraisal, which he hopes to get 
soon. 

“The building envelope is in need of 
major repairs and so we have to make a 
decision soon,” Williams said. 

He said Plante Moran made a visual, non- 
invasive site visit and prepared a report. 

Kakoczki said Plante Moran was given 
full access to the property a month ago. He 
said the estimates did not include upgrades 
for technology. He said there are three 
shops inside the building: auto mechanics, 
auto body, and welding. 

He said to upgrade it, it will need new 
roofs, windows, and exterior doors. The 
overhead doors will need to be repaired 
and sections of siding replaced. Also,

scraping and repainting all the shop areas 
must be done. 

Asbestos floor tile must be replaced and 
abatement of the building is estimated at 
$26,000. 

“It’s an old building and not on the main 
school campus,” said board president Keith 
Johnston. 

Kakoczki said the board could demolish 
the building and sell the property. 

“The whole building is an eyesore,” said 
board secretary Kevin English, noting he 
wouldn’t support spending $3 million for 
something they wouldn’t use. 

It was noted 100 Van Buren students 
currently are enrolled in the Ford Career 
Technical Center at Wayne Westland, 
where there are up-to-date facilities. 

“It’s an awful lot of money to spend on 
storage space,” said board treasurer Susan 
Featheringill. 


Board vice president Alison Bennett 
said Wayne County Community College 
also offers career courses to high school 
students.

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Belleville to start all over on bids for seawall repair

After the city received just one bid, and 
a high one at that, for repairs to the failing 
seawall at Doane’s Landing, the city of 
Belleville is going back to the drawing 
board. 

When Parks Commission member Jeff 
Vernon asked about Doane’s Landing 
park at the Jan. 3 city council meeting, 
the discussion began. He asked if the city 
couldn’t go through the Department of 
Natural Resources to get some funds to 
help with the sea wall repair. 

Building Official Rick Rutherford said 
the city has the survey, engineering, coring 
and other details and it has searched and 
reached out for grants and there was 
nothing. He said maybe with a new year 
and new budget cycles there could be help. 

He said there were glitches in the 
contractors bids and the city had to redo 
the bids. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley noted there was 
only one bid and, “Did we find out why?”

The bid, opened at the Nov. 27 meeting, 
was from E.C. Korneffel Co. of Trenton. It 
was for $339,230 plus $2,790 to edge the 
drain with geotech fabric. 

Rutherford said one contractor thought 
the city had federal funds and they would 
have to pay the prevailing wage. 

“One had a fight with his son and didn’t 
get back to me,’ Rutherford continued. 
“We're actively seeking bids. As much as 
I'd like to say here it all is ... contractors 
march to their own drums.” 

Councilman Jesse Marcotte said 
the city needs a five-year Parks and 
Recreation master plan before it is eligible 
for government funds. The Parks and 
Recreation Commission hasn’t met in 
about five years, but now has some newly 
appointed members and will meet Jan. 22 
at 7 p.m. at city hall. 

“We were late in the game last year,” 
Rutherford said, referring to going out for 
sea wall bids in November. 

“We do have a reputation for being 
successful in getting grants,’ said 
Councilman Tom Fielder. “Stay on top of 
it.” 

Planning Commissioner Mike Renaud 
asked if the condo seawall, next door to the 
park, was included in the cost quoted and 
Rutherford said it wasn’t. 

He said he has been in contact by emails 
back and forth to the condo group and they 
wanted to use the same contractor. 

“They had a worse time than we did and 
their bid was a lot higher,” Rutherford said. 
“Contractors were not wanting to commit 
themselves. We used the same engineers.” 

When asked if the condos could move on 
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alone and fix their seawall, Rutherford said 
that was possible. 

“Then they would sue us because we 
can’t do ours?” Renaud asked. 

Rutherford said he didn’t believe 
that would happen. He said the job 
specifications are written, but it would 
have helped to give the contractors more 
time. 

Mayor Conley asked Rutherford if he 
could give a realistic time line for the 
project at the next meeting and he said he 
could. The council next meets on Tuesday, 
Jan. 16, at 7:30 p.m. The meeting was 
moved to a Tuesday instead of the regular 
Monday meeting time because of the 
Martin Luther King, Jr. federal holiday on 
Jan. 15. 

In other business at the 38-minute 
meeting on Jan. 3, the council: 

e Approved the Great Lakes Water 
Authority amendment to the service 
contract, to reduce the volume cap and peak 
hourly flow figures to put them more in 
line with what the city is using. Rutherford 
said the modest adjustments would save 
the city from $20,000 to $26,000 a year. 
He said if the city exceeds the volume set 
in a five-year cycle, the city would have 
to renegotiate the figures. He said the city 
would probably get a pass for extenuating 
circumstances, such as a large fire or water 
main break; 

e Approved annual permits with Wayne 
County for pavement restoration, road 
maintenance, and special events; 

e Heard Councilman Marcotte ask for 
the fire service evaluation to be put on the 
Council Follow-up List and Mayor Conley 
said that could be done; 

e Heard Mayor Conley say the website 
upgrade should be farther along than it is. 
She also said she would like to set a work/ 
study session for the council in the first 
quarter to discuss goals. That would be 
done when City Manager Diana Kollmeyer 
is back from her Florida vacation; 

e Heard Councilman Fielder say that it 
has been the policy in the past to review 
contracted services after each city council 
election every two years. Mayor Conley 
said she would like a report on all the city 
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contractors so the council will know if any 
need changing; 

e Heard Mayor Conley remind residents 
to remove snow from their sidewalks. She 
said there had been two snowfalls and, 
“You can tell those who did nothing.” 
Rutherford said there have been complaints 
about the DPW trucks putting snow over 
shoveled driveways and, “People think you 
can make that snow go where you want.” 
Mayor Conley said for seniors or those 
having difficulties with snow removal, 
“We can find help for them.” She said a 
reminder to remove snow will be put on 
the city’s electronic sign. When asked 
if there were any tickets written yet for 
snow, Rutherford said there weren’t. She 
suggested Rutherford give a copy of the 
policy on snow removal to offenders and 
that could be slap on the wrist; and 

e Approved accounts payable of $87,272 
and the following purchases in excess 
of $500: to Blue Ribbon Contracting, 
$9,596.16 for emergency water main repair 
and $3,021.39 for emergency sewer repair; 
to Morton Salt, $5,343.90 and $2,789.37 
for road salt; to Wise Technologies, $1,165 
for computers/phones; and to Superior 
Auto & Truck, $583.80 for dump truck 
repair.

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Court Watching: 
Stacy Rose sentenced to 


10-15 years in prison 
in stabbing death

On Jan. 3, Stacy Wayne Rose, Jr., 18, 
of Taylor was sentenced to 10-15 years 
in prison after a Wayne County Circuit 
Court Jury found him guilty of involuntary 
manslaughter. 

The jury found him not guilty of first 
degree murder, which could have brought 
him life in prison. 

Rose fatally stabbed Robert Briscoe, 
Sr., 49, in the neck on July 30 in front of 
Briscoe’s Huron Estates mobile home in 
Huron Township. Briscoe was protecting 
his family from a group of teenagers who 
came to get the drugs they said Briscoe’s 
son took from Rose and didn’t pay. 

Briscoe, an appliance repairman who 
was said was able to fix anything, was the 
father of five with several grandchildren 
living in his mobile home. 

A preliminary exam was held before 34th 
District Court Chief Judge Tina Brooks 
Green on Aug. 30. Five witnesses testified 
and then Judge Green bound Rose over to 
circuit court. 

The witnesses testified that Rose and 
seven others came to the Briscoe home 
in Huron Estates, in the 22000 block of 
Inkster Road, early in the evening of July 
30 to demand that Tina Briscoe pay Rose 
$70 that her son Tyler owed him for seven 
Adderall pills Rose supplied to him. 

She testified she told Rose that she would 
check with her son when he came home 
and if he owed anything, she would make 
sure it was paid. 

“Your son is a f---ing dead man,” Tina 
Briscoe testified that Rose said to her 
before he left, after she had threatened to 
call police if he didn’t’ go away. 

She asked her husband to move her 
company car from the driveway so it 
wouldn’t get damaged by the teens in case 
they came back. She said she was sitting on 
the porch and saw her oldest son Robert, Jr., 
running between the trailers to their home. 

A large group of from 20 to 24 teens 


arrived and the family tried to get Tyler out 
of there because they were after Tyler, Tina 
Briscoe testified. She said one punched 
at her husband, into the left cheek, she 
thought. Her husband held his neck and 
called out, “I’m bleeding bad.” After the 
stabbing everyone disappeared, she said. 

Rose’s earliest release date is July 28, 
2027. The maximum release is July 28, 
2032.

Defendant complains 
that he needs pain 
medication in jail

Rodney Francis Pfeiffer, 38, was present 
for his probable cause conference before 
34th District Court Judge Tina Brooks 
Green on Jan. 3. His court-appointed 
attorney David Lankford said he demands 
his preliminary exam, set for Jan. 10 before 
Judge David Parrott. 

Pfeiffer is charged with assaulting/ 
resisting/obstructing a police officer and 
domestic violence in Sumpter Township on 
Dec. 23 and is lodged in the Wayne County 
Jail on $50,000/10% bond. 

Pfeiffer told Judge Green that he was glad 
she was clear of the cancer she fought and 
said he had osteolymphoma of the lung, but 
is clean now. He said they are giving him 
no pain medication in jail, which is hard, 
since he’s been incarcerated since Dec. 23. 

Judge Green noted there were a bunch 
of bench warrant files for Pfeiffer for fines 
totaling $700. She closed the files out for 
time-served, 12 days. She also marked his 
file “medical” so those at the Jail would 
know he needed medication. 

Thilann Elias Napier 

Thilann Elias Napier, 19, was lodged in 
the Wayne County Jail on $10,000/10% 
bond for larceny from a person in Van 
Buren Township on Dec. 24. His defense 
attorney said Napier wished to waive his 
preliminary exam and so Judge Green 
bound him over to circuit court for an 
arraignment on the information on Jan. 10. 

The attorney said Napier is in his last year 
of high school. His parents were not in the 
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courtroom. Judge Green reduced his bond 
to personal bond, with no funds needed, 
but warned him to have no contact with the 
victim. 
Keyantae Tyrese Mellon 

Keyantae Tyrese Mellon, 17, demanded 
his preliminary exam, which is set for 
Jan. 10. He was present for the probable 
cause conference before Judge Green. 
He is charged with counterfeit coins/ 
possession of less than five, and possession 
of marijuana in Belleville on Dec. 20. He 
is free on $5,000 personal recognizance 
bond. 


Dog walkers, others: Be 
aware of sharpshooters 
in Ann Arbor parks 


Starting Monday, Jan. 8, the City of Ann 
Arbor in collaboration with the University 
of Michigan, is closing 16 city parks from 3 
p.m. to midnight, every day through the end of 
January. Sharpshooters contracted by the City 
through White Buffalo, Inc. will be aiming 
to kill 250 deer using firearms. Parks are not 
cordoned off, and some entrances don’t have 
signs. 

The Humane Society of Huron warns of dogs 
interested in bait piles and people who don’t 
see signs — or where there are no signs posted 
— may inadvertently wander into sharpshooting 
areas. 

Arbor Hills Park and Arbor Hills Nature Area, 
for instance, has an unmarked entrance as of 
the time of this press release. Two of its three 


official entrances have signs; one does not. The 
unmarked entrance is off Green Road, next to a 
path that’s frequented by dog walkers and by a 
bus stop where students are dropped off. 

“I reported this problem to several top City 
officials over two weeks ago, and it still hasn’t 
been fixed,” says Tanya Hilgendorf, HSHV’s 
CEO and President. “There is also no signage 
in front of Sugar Bush Park, a park with a 
playground, where people have been sledding.” 

HSHV also hopes to notify those out looking 
for lost dogs. In the past two weeks, HSHV has 
received reports of four different dogs lost in 
one of the 16 parks set to close for the cull. 

“T joined a late-night search for one of them 
myself,” says Hilgendorf. “Lost animals are 
attracted to our natural areas and won’t heed 
signs as they head toward bait set out for deer. 
Furthermore, if all of the entrances aren’t 
marked, people may not know not to enter.” 

“Regardless of whether you support or 
oppose the cull, there is no excuse for an 
error regarding something so serious. The 
City said safety is a top priority. They, and the 
University of Michigan, expanded the cull this 
year —closing more parks for sharpshooting, 
putting shooters on private properties without 
notice to their neighborhoods, and have elected 
to no longer respect the 450-foot safety zone. 
Ann Arbor is not a rural community, and many 
of these parks are right next to houses. Some of 
the parks, like Arbor Hills, are very small and 
are surrounded by homes and condominiums. I 
can’t imagine it could ever be safe to shoot in 
this park. But a very basic safety measure is 
signage and notification.” 

Anyone who uses a park in Ann Arbor should 
be sure to check the closing list and report any 
missing signs to the City of Ann Arbor.

When any snow fall or drift upon any sidewalk, the owner or 
occupant of the lot or parcel of land adjacent to the sidewalk shall 
remove such snow as shall have fallen or accumulated with 24 
hours of snow falling or drifting. When any ice shall form on any 
sidewalk, the owner of the lot or parcel of land adjoining the 
sidewalk shall, if practical, immediately remove the ice, and when 
immediate removal is impracticable shall immediately cause salt, 
sand or other commercial ice melting product to be spread upon 
the ice in such manner and in such quantity as to prevent the 
sidewalk from being slippery and dangerous to pedestrians and 
shall remove the ice as soon as shall be practical.

Andrew’s Pharmacy, 444 Main Street, a 
Sav-On drug store in downtown Belleville, 
will close after business on Thursday, 
Jan. 11, and reopen at its regular time on 
Monday, Jan. 15,as a CVS pharmacy. 

The notice of the sale was listed on the 
Sav-On Pharmacy website and discussed 
all around town last week. 

The announcement said Billnot Corp., 
doing business as Sav-On Pharmacy, has 
sold its business to CVS. Many pharmacies 
will convert to CVS and some will close. 

Andrew’s Pharmacy in Belleville will 


convert. 

Those who used to have their prescriptions 
filled at Andrew’s will be able to have their 
prescriptions filled at any CVS pharmacy 
and they don’t have to refill them in 
Belleville. Those wishing to have their 
prescriptions filled at another pharmacy 
need to tell their health care provider where 
they want the prescriptions sent. 

In accordance with the Michigan 
Medical Reports Act, to safeguard patient 
information, CVS will transfer prescription 
records to CVS.

uninformed. 

She said there’s a greenhouse across the 
street from her home and she has studied it. 

“T’m trying to cut down the chance of 
fire for the benefit of our community and 
town,” Barnes said. 

As far as restricting to greenhouses, she 
said a lot of places in Michigan are just 
allowing outside grows. 

A Sumpter Township fire fighter on 
the committee Jamie Good said for fire 
fighters, a greenhouse is better for safety. 
He said pole barn structures have insulation 
and fire fighters have to get on the roof to 
ventilate, which is dangerous. 

He said a drawback to greenhouses 
in Michigan is heating, but there are 
alternative biofuels. He said plastic melts 
at 250 degrees and then it self-ventilates. 

LARA Rules and Regulations 

Next on the agenda was a report from 
attorney Young to update the state rules 
and regulations on the MMFLA. He 
complimented the state on its rules and 
regulations which go into every aspect of 
opting in. 

“How it gets applied, we’ll see,” he 
said. He noted the rules are burdensome to 
licensees. 

Chairman Oddy said he was worried that 
the state will have a rule and not enforce it 
and Young replied the licenses are issued a 
year at a time. 

Young then jumped to another agenda 
item he was scheduled to address: Financial 
Impact Analysis. Young said it is estimated 
that there will be $700 million in annual 
sales, but if it’s more like $1 billion the first 
year, the 3% tax plus 25% of that going 
to the licensed communities, gives them 
$7.5 million to split. Then there would be 
$40,000 to $60,000 in licenses per year. 
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The Belleville CVS hours will be the 
same and the same people will be serving 
the customers, according to a Belleville 
pharmacy official.
